DESCRIPTION;  A  cardboard  box  contains  an  amber  bottle  of  ten 
grams  of  brilliant  yellow  powder. 

SUMMARY  OF  GENERAL  INFORMATION;  s  Tanvonin  is  a  powder  made  from

Phellodendron  amurense,  family  Rutaoeae,  and  contains  20$

of  alkaloidal  salts  combined  with  a  vegetable  acid. 

It  is  available  as  a  20$  powder  and  as  a  tablet.  The 
size  of  the  tablet  is  not  given. 

The  powder  is  only  soluble  in  alkaline  media  and  when 
administered  orally,  it  passes  through  the  stomach  into 
the  intestine,  where  it  dissolves  and  exerts  its  bacter¬ 
icidal  action.  There  are  no  secondary  effects  and  its 
activity  is  claimed  to  be  greater  than  that  of  derivatives 
of  phenol  and  naphthol. 

A  translation  of  the  literature  enclosed  with  this 
product  is  part  of  this  report  and  includes  its  composition, 
action,  indications,  direction,  packaging  and  cost,  the 
manufacturer  and  the  sales  agencies.
